GSR 1123.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the following rules, namely : - 


1. Short title and commencement,—(1) These .rules may be 
called the Central Water and Power Reseaieh Station, Pune, 
Research Assistant (Enginoei ing/Sc entific posts) Recruitment 
Rules, 1984. 


(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publi¬ 
cation in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of posts, classification and scale of pay.— lne 
number of posts, their classification and the scales of pay 
attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed hereto. 

3. Initial constitution.—("1) The regularly appointed offi¬ 
ce! a working in the Central Water and Power Research Sta¬ 
tion, June and holding posts with designations and pay 
scales indicated below on the date of commencement of these 
rules shall form the initial constitution in the manner given 
in sub-rule (2) below :—

(2) All Senior Research Assistants (Scientific) in the scale 
Of Rs. 550—900, now redesignated as Research Assistant 
(Scientific), who were working on regular basis on the 27th 
July, 1979 in the Central Water and Power Rcsearrh Station, 
Pune shall be deemed to have been appointed at the initial 
constitution stage with effect from that date in the separated 
cadre of the Central Water and Power Research Ration, 
Pune: 

Provided such officers make a written lequest in this regard 
within a period of 90 days from the date of commencement 
of these rules. 

(3) All Research Assistants (Scient'fic) in the scale of 
Rs. 425—700 and Research Assistants (Engineering) in the 
scale of Rs. 550—■750, now redesignated as Research Ass's- 
tant (Scientific) and Reseaieh Assistant (Engineering) res¬ 
pectively in the scale of Rs. 550—900, who were working on 
regular basis on the 27th July, 1979, in the Central Water 
and Power Research Station, Pune shall be eligible to be 
considered for appointment at the intial construction slays 
with effect from the 20th Ahghst, 1979, that is to say, the 
date of hpgradation of the posts, in the separated cadre of 
the Central Water and Power Research Station, Pune provided 
they possess the educational qualifications of Decree in Engi¬ 
neering Or M.Sc, Dogreo in Physics/Chemistry/Mathematics, 
as the case may be from a rccogn sed University or equi¬ 
valent or have rendered 5 years’ regular seivke ip the res¬ 
pective grade. 

(4) The suitability of (he officers referred to in sub-rule 
(3) above for appointment to the respective grades shall be 
determined by a selected committee to be constituted by 
the TJnion Public Service Commission with the Chairman or 
Member of the Commission as President and not more than 
two representatives of appropriate status to be nominated 
by the Ministry of Irrigation. The selection committee shall 
prepare H list of officers considered suitable for such appoint- 
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(5) Regularly appointed officers of the Central Water 
Commission who have, at any time, prior to the 27th Jffiy, 
1979, worked in the Central Water and Power Research Sta- 
uon, Pune against posts mentioned in sub-ltile (1) above 
tor any period of time and are willing to be absorbed in the 
separated cadre of the Central Water and Power Research 
Station, Pune will bo el gible to be considered for appoint¬ 
ment at the initial cons/lutioa stage against the remaining 
vacancies, if any, in the respectific grades provided such offi¬ 
cers make a written request in this regard within a period 
of 90 days from the date of commencement of these rules. 
The manner of assessment of suitability and preparation of a 
1 st for appointment to the respective grades of officers who 
give their option shall be the same as in sub-rule (4) above. 

(6) The list of officers prepared and mentioned in sub- 
rule (4) and (5) above shall be submitted by the selection 
committee to the Commission. On receipt of the said lists, 
the Commission shall forward its recommendations for 
appointment of the offlceis found suitable to the respective 
grades to the Ministry of Irrigation. 

(7) The inter-se seniority of Research Assistants (Scientific) 
and Research Assistant (Engineering) who are appointed at 
the in tial constitution will be determined as follows :— 

(i) persons holding posts in the higher grade shall bo 

considered en-bloc senior to those holding post* in 
the lower grade. 

(ii) the inter-se seniority will be determined as per date 

of regular appointment to the respective grades, 

(iii) the inter-se seniority will not be disturbed within 
the respective grades. 

(8) The regular continuous service of officers mentioned in 
sub-rule (2), (3) and (5) above prior to their appointment 
to the separated cadre of the Central Water and Power Re¬ 
search Station. Pune shall count for the purpose of probation 
period, qualifying service for promotion, confirmation and 
pension. 

(9) The existing Research Assistant (Engineering) in the 
scale of Rs. 550—750 and Research Assistant (Scientific) in 
the scale of Rs. 425—700 who are not found suitable by the 
Selection Committee or are not eligible to be considered 
for appointment, as the case may be, at the initial con¬ 
stitution in terms of sub-rule (1) and (4) above will continue 
to hold posts to which they were regularly appointed. The 
cases of such officers will be reviewed by the Ministry of 
Irrigation in consultation with the Commission every year 
for appointment at the maintenance stage. 

(10) The regularly appointed Research Assistant (Engineer¬ 
ing) and Research Assistant (Scientific) after the 20th 
August, 1979 in the revised scale of pay Rs. 550—900 in 
the Central Water and Power Research Station, Pune shall be 
deemed to have been appointed in the respective grades from 
the date of their actual appointment. 

4. Future maintenance,—The method of recruitment (o the 
said posts scales of pay, age limit, qualifications and other 
mailers connected therewith shall be as specified in columns 
5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

5. Disqualifications.—No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse Jiving, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to any of the posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisled, 
that such a marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to su h person and the other party to the marriage 
and that there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any 
person from the operation of this rule. 

6. Power to relax.—Where the Central Government is of 
the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it 
may by order, for reasons to be recorded in writing and 
in consultation "with the Union Puhlic Service Commission, 
relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any 

class Or category of persons. 
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7. Saving.—Nothing In these rules shall affect teaervetions, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders issued by the Central Government from t me to time 
in this regard. 

8 . Repeal: 

(1) The Central Water and Power Commission (Water 
Wing) Class II and Class III, Non-gazettcd (Scienti¬ 
fic) Posts Recruitment Rule3, 1971. in so for as they
